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This is a decision on the "REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PATENT TERM 
UNDER 35 USC § 154(b) and 37 CFR § 1.705(d)", filed December 3, 2010, requesting that the 
patent term adjustment indicated on the above-identified patent be corrected. 

The petition to correct the patent term adjustment indicated on the above-identified patent is 
GRANTED. 

On October 5, 2010 5 the instant application matured into U.S. Patent No. 7,807,800 with a 
patent term adjustment of two hundred eighty-seven (287) days. The Office determined a patent 
term adjustment of 287 days based upon 25 days of Office delay pursuant to 37 CFR 1.703(a)(3) 
and 348 days pursuant to 37 CFR 1.703(b), reduced by 61 days of Applicant delay pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.704(b). 

Patentees are correct that the proper amount of days over 36 months from the filing date of the 
application until the issue date was not included in the "B" delay period. Commencement began 
on May 28, 2006 (i.e. 30 months from the priority date of November 28, 2003). Accordingly, 
the over three year period began on May 29, 2009 and ended on October 5, 2010 (the patent 
issue date), and is 495 days. See 35 U.S.C. 154(b)(l)(B)(i). Therefore, the "B" delay period is 
495 days, not 348 days as originally calculated. 
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In view thereof, the correct number of days of patent term adjustment is four hundred thirty- 
four (434) days (25 days of "A" delay and 495 days of "B" delay, reduced by 61 days of 
Applicant delay and 25 days of overlap between "A" and "B" delay). 

The application is being forwarded to the Certificate of Corrections Branch for issuance of a 
certificate of correction. The Office will issue a certificate of correction indicating that the term 
of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by four hundred thirty-four (434) days.
